population of Palm Springs and 
the 
surrounding area which would other­ 
wise he without television signals for 
home 
reception, 
tne 
Trarslaior 
is 
wholly dependent ttpcn donations front 
viewers for its continued operation. 
Each home owner dependent 
upon 
the Translator for television programs 
is requested to send in a check for $15 
as a 
pro-rata sharp of m?etiiig ex­ 
penses for the ensuing year. This is 
based upon Ihe 
formula 
v hich 
has 


proved successful 
for 
the 
past 
two 


years. 


However, as recently pointed out by 
President Frank Bennett in tuunching 
lite 195H-59 campaign, the need for an 
parly response by contribuioss is mare 
acute this year due to cx lia legal ex­ 
penses involved in hra'-ings before the 
Federal Communications system to ob­ 
tain a permanent nermit for the sta­ 
tion which up to now lias been relay­ 
ing signals on a lempoiary test basis. 
Bennett 
has 
expressed 
confidence 
that the permanent license will ulti­ 
mately be granted. In tne event of de­ 
nial any unused funds vould be used 
for an appeal or the balance remaining 
proportionately returned to the •donors. 
The first hurdle is to raise the quota 
necessary to meet expenses lor the 
next twelve months. 
It is now up to all of tno-e who de­ 
pend upon the Translator to “ kick in" 
with their annual subscription if they 
wish to continue receiving television 
programs. 
And, the sooner th? better for all 
concerned.
